WASHINGTON—On the surface the affair of Dean G. Acheson 


and Alger Hiss looks like no more than another proof of the im- 


portance of plain-speaking in public life. Sec. Acheson said one 
thing, but said it rather subtly. In consequence, he is now being 
bitterly attacked for saying quite another thing, and even h

To be more specific, in his now-famous press conference stafte- 
ment on the Hiss case, Acheson firmly refused to discuss “any- 
thing to do with the case” itself, remarking that ‘t would be “high- 
ly improper” for him to do so. He did not assert any belief in 
He did not seek to defend Hiss in 


any way, shape or form. 


— On the other hand, with remarkable moral courage, 
P rinciples he told his questioner what would be his own at- 
titude toward Hiss, as an old friend fallen into very deep trouble. 
This presented a problem, he said, which every former associate 
of Hiss must solve in his own way, in accordance with his stand- 
ards and principles. His own standards and principles, he added, 
were those set forth in the twenty-fifth chapter of Saint Matthew’s 
gospel, beginning with the thirty-fourth verse. Therefore he would 
“not turn his back on Alger Hiss.” 

Biblical and other literary references, quite aside from seeming 
a bit pompous, always tend to cause confusion when indulged in by 
public men. One would have supposed, however, that Acheson 
might have been more generally understood, when he referred to 
the greatest statement ever made of the need for compassion be- 
tween men, 

The rule that the “least of these our brethren” should be visited 
in sickness, and not cast off even in prison, hardly reflects on the 
guilt or innocence of Hiss. If anything, Acheson’s quotation would 
suggest that he has been reluctantly convinced of his friend’s 
wrong-doing. But this point he carefully avoided, saying only 
that he personally would follow the rule laid down so long ago, 
in his dealings with his friend in trouble. 

That Acheson went out of the way to explain his attitude in 
this manner says a great deal about the man himself. He could 
have chosen the more expedient course of answering his questioner 
with a mere “no comment.” He could also have done what many 
public men have done, refusing to jiscuss the Hiss case itself, but 
loudly and piously declaring his disapproval of treason in any form. 

Acheson must have known that the al-

the unpleasing longing to watch the guilty man writhe, would cause 
many people to be infuriated by the slightest hint of compassion.

WASHINGTON—I used to have an uncle, who sometimes rolled up to our 
house in a Cadillac. And a generous uncle he was, too, with gifts for the two 
small Othman boys and advice for my father to get smart and join him in getting 

rich on the Chicago Grain Market. 
Cee tt More often than not, though, Uncle John arrived at our place in St. Louis on a 
streetcar. He’d borrow a fresh razor blade from my father, compliment my mother on the quality 
of her cooking, and confess after a few days in the bosom of our family that he’d had a little bad 


luck on the market. 

* He was a gay sort of an uncle, rich or broke, 
and I was sad when he died after one of his more 
unfortunate jousts with the futures brokers. I 
always wondered why he didn’t stay rich and 
now, today, at long last, I know why. 


Nearly everybody in the grain market, 
according to the commodity exchange auth- 
ority, is an Uncle John. Eventually he loses 
his shirt. If he happens also to be a farmer, 
he loses it a little quicker. If he’s an optimist 
he does worse than if he’s a pessimist, but 
in the end he leses, anyhow. 


For 10 years, it turns out, Dr. Blair Stewart, 
the consulting economist of the Exchange Au- 
thority, studied the small traders in the grain pit.

The weird thing was that they won often 
enough, even as Uncle John, to keep them specu- 
lating. Fact is they won more often than they

Generally these threats were 
from persons who are mentally 
sick.

lem familiar to the atom bomb 
experts. It is a problem of sep- 


ing material. 

In the case of the atom bomb, 
it was necessary to separate 
uranium 235—the type of urani- 
um that is fissionable—from the 
uranium ore. The separation 
process and later the technique 


of making plutonium by neutron 
bombardment of uranium 238 
were responsible for much of the 
expense in making the first 


satomic bomb. 


In the case of the hydrogen 
bomb, the scientists will face the 
problem of obtaining free hydro- 
gen atoms for use in the super 
bomb. 


WHILE HYDROGEN is one of 
the most common elements it is 
scarce in the free form. Along 
with oxygen it forms all the 
water in the world. Scientists 
believe that ordinary hydrogen 
—the lightest element of all— 
may not be practical for use 
in the hydrogen bomb. 


The practical hydrogen, they 
point out, probably will be 
heavy hydrogen, the discovery 
of which won a Nobel prize for 
Dr. Harold C. Urey in 1934. 
Heavy hydrogen is even scarc- 
er in free form than is ordinary 
hydrogen. It is the type of 
hydrogen that is found in the 
so-called heavy water, & type 
of water that is costly toe pro- 
duce and water that was used 
in the early atomic energy ex- 
periments. 


Thus the heavy hydrogen atom 
played a big role in the early 
experiments toward an atom 
bomb, and now it takes the 
major role in a new military 
weapon. 


THE PROCESS of transmuta- 
tion of hydrogen to helium that 
goes on in the sun and other 
stars takes some 6,000,000 years 
to occur. The sun’s hydrogen is 
of the ordinary type. By using 
heavy hydrogen, the process can 
be speeded up and under the 


heat of an atomic trigger can be | 
achieved in a matter of a frac- | 
tion of a second, the scientists | 


believe. 


One expert said that there are 
a “half dozen” approaches to the 
production of the hydrogen 
bomb. As pure uranium or plu- 
tonium is needed for a successful 
atomic bomb, pure. hydrogen, 
either ordinary or heavy, must 
be separated from other sub- 
stances for use in the hydrogen 
bomb. It must be produced in 
great quantity, the scientist said. 


The hydrogen bomb, some 
experts point out, actually will 
‘be a “souped up” atomic bomb. 
By that, they mean that an 
atomic bomb explosion will 
start things off with the ex- 
plosion setting off the hydro- 
gen to helium transmutation 
with the second “kick” hav- 
ing greater power than the 
first kick. 


However, the “kicks” will 
come almost simultaneously—

READERS’ HELP SOUGHT

One of the reasons the subject , 
is not generally discussed by the | 
professionals (I believe) is be- | 
cause the practice has been re- | 
garded as an expensive one. Pro- 
fessionals have been justly slow 
in urging farmeéefs to do things 
which cost extra money. 

Men who have devoted their 
time, study, and resources to the 
making of subsoilers make very 
positive claims about the value 
of it, saying subsoiling will be 
the means of making the land to 
hold enormous quantities of 
water. 

Crack the hardpan down un- 
der the topsoil at the dry season 
of the year and by opening up 
the subsoil you make it possible
